Hessian 'fly  emergenco  is  reported  as  ha\dng  hcen  first  noted  in  Indiana 
and  Illinois  on  Sopteinher  13*  Bet\7een  10  and.  20  per  cent  of  the  plants  contained 
eggs  on  that  .date  at  Lafayette,  Completed  report  on  losses  occasioned  hy  this 
pest  is  contained  in  this  nnmhcr  ccnd  indicates  that  MQjOOOjOOO  hnshels  of  ■^rheat 
Tzere  lost  as  a direct  remilt  of  infestation  hy  this  insect.  Tlie  sitnaticn  still 
appears  verj  serious  ‘in’Hansas,  and  the  fall  hrood  eras  recorded  as  having  emerged 
ahont  the  middle  of  August*  A detailed  statenont  of  resultsffrom  the  Hessian 
fly  field  stations  in  Nooraska  is  cOiitained  in  this  numher  of  the  Bulletin.  Egg 
laying  was  first  nhserved  on  August  This,  however,  was  sporadic  and  no 
further  signr.ficant  egg  laying  was  ohserved  until  Sept  enter  ij*  Prom  that  date 
to  the  2'^4th  egg  Ici-ying  rapidly  increased  and  was  still  hea.vj’’  #iQn  the  last 
report  was  receivc.i  (Goptemher  25).' 

The  chinch  hug  is  rsperted  cas  increasing  in  threatening  numhers  in  the 
northeastern  part  of  Indienac  'This  insect  is  also  threatening  a ccnsiderahle 
area  in  Illinois  and  Missouri,  Heavy  increase  is  also  reported  in  Nehraska, 

♦ 

The  corn  ear  worm  is  again  prevalent  in  the  southern  New  England  States, 

Middle  Atlantic  States,  and  the  Upper  Mississippi  Valley.  Heavy  flights  were 
ohserved  in  iste  Septsmoer  in  Connecticut  and  ah  out  the  middle  of  Septnaher  in 
Indiana  and  Illinois. 

The  annlo  maggot  is  reported  a.s  unusually  abundant  in  Massa-chusett s and  oa,stern 
New  York  and  is  doing  considorahle  damage  in  a few  locci-lities  in  Indiana  and 
Michigan. 

The  Sron  Jose  scale  was  reported  an  serious  in  Vi’^ginia,  Georgia,,  ana  Illinois. 

The  Oriental  peach  moth  is  now  well  established  in  the  Sandhill  section  of 
North  Carolina..  Up  to  this  year  tliis  pe  st  wan  only  known  from  Raleigh  and 
Wilmington  in  this  State, 

The  Menican  hGa,n  beetle  is  reported  from  the  following  aiddiiional  counties 
in  Indiana:  Vfeyne,  Dubois,  Martin,  Spencer,  and  Perry,  In  the  curr ent^ yean  it 
has  extended  its  range  westwixrd  in  Kentucky  to  Christian,  Hopkins,  Mcnean,  c-nd 
Hancock  Counties,  and  in  Tennessee  to  Stewart,  Benton,  and  Decauur  Counoies, 

A very-  serious  outhreaxk  of  the  beet  webworm  is  reported  from  she  Norfolk 
district  of  Virginia.,  scm.e  fields  halving  been  entirely  stripped  by  this  pest.  In 
Nebraska  and  Kansas  a very  heavy  infestation  on  Russian  thistle  is  reported,  and 
in  northern  Utah  and  southern  Idaho  this  insect  is  doing  consiacra.ble  dam.age  to  th-. 
sugar  beets. 
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The  most  serious  infestation  of  cotton  hy  the  bean  thrips  ever  recorded 
occurred  this  year  in  southern  California. 

In  this  number  of  the  Bulletin  is  a general  summary  of  this  year’s 
developments  of  the  gipsy  moth,  brown-tail  moth,  Oriental  m.oth,  and  satin 
moth  from  the  Melrose  Highlands  Labore.tory  of  the  Bureau ► During  the  summer 
the  gipsy  moth  infestation  was  gen  a- ally  light  except  in  the  Cape  Cod  section. 
In  the  Hew  Jersey  infested  area  there  was  less  infestation  than  any  time  since 
the  discovery  of  this  insect  in  the  State.  The  brown-tail  moth  situation  seems 
to  be  about  the  same  as  reported  last  yea-r.  Apparently  the  s^tin  moth  has 
spread  greatly  during  the  past  season.  Poplars  and  willows  were  entirely  de- 
foliated in  many  towns  from  Cape  Cod  to  the  southern  parteof  Maine,  The  range 
of  Inis  pest  is  now  recorded  as  extending  northward  to  Warren,  Me.,  and 
Moultonborough,  H,  H, , westward  to  Wilton  snd  Mason,  H,  H.  , and  Worcester, 

Mass*  , and  as  occupying  the  eastern  third  of  Rhode  Island. 

A serious  infestation  of  s-  spanr;orm  on  larch. Ell opia  fiscellaria  Cuen.  , 
is  reported  from  Wisconsin  and  Michigan. 

Infestation  of  pine  by  Colaspis  sp^ , in  Louisiana,  upon  which  we 
reported  in  a previous  number  of  the  Bulletin,  seems  to  be  decidedly  worse 
than  last  year,  many  trees  being  from  half  to  three-quarters  defoliated* 

During  the  month  of  September  very  heavy  infestations  by  fleas  have 
been  reported  from  Kansas,  Missouri,  and  Ohio* 
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The  poplar  vagabond  gall,  liordvilko^ja  v^.gn.'b'unda^ , is  ezccedinglp  abimdaiit 
in  the  Prairie  Provinces  this  sea.son. 

The  Puropean  hark  louse,  Oryitococcns  ia,ni  Barenspr.  , is  ah 'and  an  t on  dying 
beech  trees  thrcughond-  a considerable  portion  of  central  ZToyaa’ Scotia , and  al 
Chari ot tetovn  , Prince  Edvard  Island.  ■ 

The  outbreak  of  sp'ruce  budv/oim,  Harmolc .ga  fureif erana  Clem.,  in  the  Thor 
Lake  and  Th'onder  hay  distil ecs  of  Onta.rio  is' active  a, gain  this  yea„r. 

The  corn  ear  morn:  has  been  responsible  for  serious  losses  to  grovers  of 
sueet  corn  througneut  the  lower  St.  Jo^  River  Valley,  lieu  Brunswick,  and  at  Ksnt- 
ville  and  Middleton,  hova  Scotia.. 

G-rasshoppers  ria-ve' been  responsiola  for  considerable  injury  to  crops  in  the 
Kettle  River  Vcalley,  in  southern  British  Colunbia. , especially  aronnd  Uido;a.y  and 
Rock  Creek. 


The  Colora.do  potato  beetle  has  become  firmly  established  in  the  scutlieastern 
corner  oi  Britisn  Columbia,  all  'potato  fields  in  the  Croubrook  area  now  being  in- 
fested. In  AlDerta,,  this  insect  has  been  less  adDundant  than  for  three  years  pa^st, 
and  appea.rs  to  be  on  the  decrease. 

The  rose  I'ea-fhdppcr  i.s  quite  abundant  in  some  apple  orchards  of  the  Niagara, 
district,  Ontario,  this  season.  ' ' . . 

Additional  outbreaks  of  the  . codling  moth  in  Bri  tish  •-Columbia  have  been  re- 
ported from  Ileisoii,  Pencictonj and  Satlmon  Arm. 

The  com-mon  lio'osefly  hau  been  fo'and  in  thu  Bi'diff  district,  Albartci,  at  an 
altitude  OI  7,0C0  feet,  many  miles  from,  any  habitation. 

Insect  injnmies  to  shade  trees  in  the  Freoirie  Pro'^unces  ha^ve  been  much 
less  severe  this  year  tha.n  nsua.l.

Kansas  Js,  Rh  McColloch  (September  22):  Ne  have  now  completed  the  analysis 

of  the  dcuta  on  losses  caused  by  the  Hessian  fly  to  the  1925  ’"^heat 
crop*  Figures  show  tha,t  this  insect  reduced  the  Kansas  wheat  crop 
by  ac  least  40,C00,00C  bushels*  During  the  last  month  ’.ve  have  made 
a survey  of  field  conditions  and  we  find  that  the  Hessian  fly  situation 
is  still  alarming.  Flaxseeds  are  numerous  in  the  old  stubble  through- 
out the  State*  For  th^  most  part  there  has  been  very  little  emergence 
diering  the  sumi'nerj  although  there  has  been  an  abundpjice  of  volunteer 
wheat*  In  one  area.,  extending  from  Ford  County  to  Ellis  County ^ 
there  was  a very  heavy  midsummer  brood  on  volunteer  w/heat,  EiiSt 
wnat  conditions  produced,  this  midsummer  brood  is  somewhat  obscure, 
but  apparently/  it  was^  a combination  of  two  heavy  rains,  one  coming

about  the  20th  of  July  amd  the  second  about  the  1st  of  August,  Samples 
of  volunteer  wheat  collected  at  Hays  and  in  southeastern  Hord  County 
had  as  high  as  30  flaxseeds  per  culm  on  August  20,  Fall  emergence 
is  now  taking  place  in  this  volunteer  wheats 

There  has  been  a determined  effort  on  the  part  of  the  fa.rmers  in 
many  countie set o follow  the  program  recommended  for  Hessian  fly  control, 
Ear^y  ha.rvest  this  year  made  early  seedbed  preparation  possible,  and 
there  xias  been  ample  opportuhity  to  keep  dom  volunteer  wheat  and 
pr'-^pc.re  a ^ood  seed  bed.  As  a result,  in  some  counties  every  stubble 
lield  Wa.s  turned  under  by  the  middle  of  July  and  at  present  it  is 
if fi Olio  to  find  volunteer  wheat.  Good  rains  the  last  few  days  ha-ve 
put  the  ground  in  excellent  condition,  so  that  wheat  gowihggcan  be 
delayed  until  the  recommended  date  with  safety^  Most  of  the  flaxseeds 
now  contain  pupae  of  the  fly  and  it  is  expected  that  the  recent  rains  will 
ring^  ouu  the  adults  "^^thin  the  next  few  days. 


M.  H.  Swenk  (September  23):  Two  Hessian  fly  field  observation  stations 
ave  been  established  this  fall  to  determine  the  earliest  safe  wheat 
sowing  date  to  avoid  damage  by  the  Hessian  fly,  one  west  of  Mllard 
(station  Ho.

COTTON 

BCLL  UEEVIL  (^Uothonomns  Landis  Boh. ) 

B.  R,  Goad:  In  Texas  v/eevils  are  ahunda.nt  in  a few  southeastern 

counties  on  and  near  the  coast.  In  northern  Louisiana  infesta- 
tions are  spotted  with  severe  injury  in  many  fields  while  in  sou- 
thern Louisiana  infestations  are  generally  hicji.  In  Arko.nsas 
infestations  throu^out  the  State  are  generally  li^t;  however, 
somewhott  hi^er  than  in  1924.  In  Mississippi  there  is  .a  low 
infestation  generally  \7ith  severe  injury  in  many  locel  w^reas. 

In  Tennessee  spotted  hija  infestations  have  "been  reported  in 
the  western  portion  only.  In  northern  AlaLama  there  is  a gen- 
erally light  infestation  with  some  injury  in  local  areas  and  a- 
somewhr.t  hi<^er  infestation  generally  in  the  southern  portion. 

In  northern  Georgia  weevils  were  almost  completely  controlled 
hy  climatic  conditions  while  in  southern  and  eastern  central 
Georgia  some  injury  was  reported.  In  western  South  Carolina 
and  western  North  Carolina  li^t  infestations  prevail  with 
generally  high  infestations  in  eastern  and  southern  South  Caro- 
lina. and  eastern  North  Carolina. 

A.  Morrill  (Septemher  3):  Following  an  eradication  campaign 

in  volunteer  cotton  fields  in  June  no  weevils  ha.ve  been  found  in 
Yaqui  Valley  cotton.  Summer  rains, were  more  frequent  during 
July  and  Aligns t than  during  the  same  period  in  192#  when  weevils 
were  multiplying  rapidly.  A few  weevils  were  found  attacking 
wild  cotton  in  . city  parks  at  Hermosillo. 

COTTON  LEAP  UOPd!  (Alabama  argillacea  Hbn.  ) 

K.  F.  Dietz  (September  2l ) : One  specimen  of  the  cotton  moth  was 

collected  at  Indianapolis  on  September  15  but  no  flints  have  been 
observed. 

A.  W.  Morrill  (September  7):  The  cotton  leaf  worn  appeared  for 

the  first  time  in  Yaqui  Valley,  Sonora.,  during  my  4- year  observa- 
tions of  cotton  insects  in  that  district.  Defoliation  and  severe 
losses  threatened  but  were  prevented  by  dusting  with  calcium  ar- 
senate at  opportune  times.  One  hundred  miles  north  in  Hermosillo 
district  lecof  worms  are  present  but  less  abundant. 

R,  W.  Harned  (September  26):  The  cotton  worm  moth,  Alabama 

araillacea  Hbn.  ,was  reported  on  September  20  as  ca.using  damage 
to  late  peaches,  figs,  and  tomatoes  at  Coldwater,  Tate  County, 
Miss.  These  insects  had  been  appearing  in  considerable  numbers 
for  two  weeks  previous  to  that  date.  Lhch  year  when  these  in- 
sects are  abundant  in  the  cotton  fields  the  a.dult  moths  are  re- 
ported as  causing  injury  to  figs  and  peaches. 
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E.  S,  Adatir  (Septombor  22):  Ihc  cotton  leaf  -^'orm  T7a,s  roported 

at  Brcvjnaood  by  coanty  agent  C.  ?.  Griff  on  as  doing  quite  a bit 
of  damage  in  a feu  sections  ox  the  county  the  first  part  of  dugust. 
The  pest  has  apparonoly  been  hold  in  chock  by  the  continued  dry 
ueather;  houerer,  it  has  been  extending  its  range  and  recent  ob- 
servation shous  quite  a,  bit  of  leeding  in  fields  uhich  had  formerly 
been  free  from  infestation.  ho  damage  to  the  crop  is  likoly  to 
occur  this  season.

the  pest.  -Some  spots  compri3in.g  an  area  of  from  2 to  10  acres 
had  become  so  severely  in'icstcd  thmit  the  plants  had  become  more 
or  less  denuded  of  foliage  and  only  the  older  bells  mere  retained. 

A greak  deal  of  damage  had  resulted.  A good  .ma.ny  predators  mere 
present,  especially  Triphleps , Bhina  cl  oa,  Chrysopa,.,  and  reduviids.

GIPSY  MOTH  (Porthetria  dispar  L. ) 

A.  P.  Burj-ess:  Daring  the  swiir.er  of  1925  the  gipsy  moth  infes- 

tation over  most  of  the  infested  area  was  quite  light  and  no  re- 
cords of  defoliation  caused  ty  this  insect  were  secured  excepting 
on  Cape  ^oa  where  there  was  a very  sudden  increase  of  the  insect. 

It  has  been  estimated  tnat  on  Cape  Cod  nearly  25,000  acres  were 
completely  defoliated  and  nearly  as  many  more  acres  were  partially 
defoliated.  Tnis  heavy  defoliation  occurred  in  tO'Wns  where  no 
large  areas  were  defoliated  in  the  preceding  year. 

Althou^di  the  gipsy  moth  infestation  was  light  over  most  of  the 
infested  area, ^ field  observations  indicate  that  it  has  increased 
slignsly,  so  that  .more  eggs  were  deposited  this  summer  than  in 
the  previous  season. 

ihe  Federal  scouting  and  extermination  work  has  been  carried 
on  within  the  barrier  zone  and  New  Jersey  in  cooperation  with 
the  States  involved.  The  barrier  zone  embraces  a strip  of  ter^i- 
tory  from  the  Hudson  River.  N.  Y. , to  the  eastern  boundary  of  Berk- 
shire County  , Mass.,  and  averages  about  the  same  width  north  to  the 
Canadian  border,  and  south  to  Bong  Island  Sound.  The  entire  zone 

scouted  and  only  small  infestations  have  been  located,  all 
of  wnich  havG  been  treated. 

In  New^ Jersey  the  scouting  work  in  the  fall  of  1924,  around  the 
cenoer  the  original  gipsy  moth  colony,  showed  that  the  infesta- 
xon  had  been  greatly  reduced.
